THE NETHERLANDS. 





ATTAINMENT OF ECONOMIC STABILITY. 


The past year again contributed towards establishing 
firmer economic conditions and a state of stable 
equilibrium may now be said to exist, writes Mr. R. V. 
Laming, O.B.E., British Commercial Secretary at 
The Hague, in his* ‘‘ Report on the Economic, Finan- 
cial and Industrial Conditions in the Netherlands 


during 1927.’’ The effects of the war and the post-war _ 


depression ‘have been discounted and the business life 
of the country can now be considered riormal. 

The national indebtedness occasioned by the war 
will gradually be liquidated and although conversions 
such as those which took place in the course of the 
year may slightly decrease the annual burden it will 
remain practically the same for many years to come. 
The only outstanding loan of importance to a foreign 
power is counterbalanced by floating indebtedness and 
no other returnable assets are now availabie, with the 
exception of suis expended in building credits. The 
latter are being repaid more quickly than was antici- 
pated, but these accelerated payments will not prob- 
ably influence the position of the Treasury to any great 
extent. 

A further reduction of taxation has been effected, 
and, even should financial relations between the State 
and the municipalities be revised, no increase of 
burden is anticipated. 

With the introduction of the Sickness Insurance 
Act the employer’s liabilities towards his employees 
seem to have reached a maximum, especially as the 
48-hour week now appears to have been introduced in 
most industries, and a reduction of hours in shops and 
other places of employment not at present fallmg 
under the Act is immmtment. 

Fluctuations in wages are no longer violent, and, 
although the largest federation of employers still con- 
siders the general rates too high, reductions will be 
very hard to effect and then only in a very gradual 
manner. The fact that no labour disputes of any great 
extent have been recorded is another sign of returning 
stabilitv, and the unemployment figures have shown 
the same tendency. 

Although the Netherlands Bank altered its rates on 
two occasions the reason was of an international rather 
than local character, and even with the latest increase 
the rate compares most favourably with that in the 
heighbouring countries. Here again the trend is 
towards equilibrium. 


INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE POSITION. 


The cost of living has hardly fluctuated for a pro- 
longed period, and there appears to be no sign of any 
violent alterations in the near future. Industrial 
reports fully bear out this general condition of stability. 
Exceptions, of course, still exist, such as the earthen- 
ware industry and the glue industry, in which condi- 
tions are still abnormal; but, on the other hand, the 
majority of industries—among which those of reeent 
establishment, such as the artificial silk works and the 
electric lamp and wireless works—are flourishing. 
This prosperity may be gauged from the combined rise 
in Stock Exchange quotations of industrials. 

Not only does the increase in index figures of whole- 
sale prices indicate improved trading conditions, but 
the balance of imports over exports has been reduced 
mainly owing to an increase in the latter. 

The state of transit trade hag not had quite the set- 
back expected after the abnormal quantities of coal 
handled in 1926, and the figures for 1927 show an 
appreciable improvement on those for 1924 and 1925.

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Shipping has been able to pay its way in most cases 
although no event oceurred like the British coal 
stoppage of the previous year to increase freights in an 
abnormal manner, 

Agriculture suffered on aecount of climatic condi. 
tions, but dairy farming and the growing of commer. 
cial crops, such as sugar beet, was not very greatly 
affected. Moreover, the trend of land rents seems to 
be downward since abnormal prices have ceased to be 
obtained for produce, and consequently more even 
conditions may be looked forward to. 


THE NETHERLAND East INDIES. 


Finally, the great national asset, the Netherland 
East Indies, have once again been the source of con- 
siderable revenue to the inhabitants of both the home 
country and the eolony itself. The prices realised for 
sugar, tobacco, rubber, tea and other plantation pro- 
duce may have been lower than in previous years, but 
they still left a handsome margin of profit in most 
cases, and, as regards the current crop, no failure hag 
been reported in any direction. Although the price of 
tin may have gradually declined, the strong: position of 
both mines is such as to have produeed more than 
ample returns for the capital invested. The other 
minerals were to some extent affected by the world 
prices, but great losses are not reported. (NotE.—The 
Netherland East Indies form the subject of our second 
Special Article—see pages 683-5.) 





TraDE: THE ADVERSE BALANCE. 
The total foreign trade during the past four years, 
exclusive of gold and silver bullion, is shown by the

The figures show a decrease in the adverse balance 
of 42 million florins, and although imports have in- 
creased by over 100 million fl., exports have inereased 
by nearly 150 million fl., so that the decrease in the 
adverse balance may be said to be due to the increased 


‘value of exports. 


As remarked in previous Reports, these figures do 
not include the entrepdot trade, the value of whieh is 
not officially declared, though an estimate is given in 
an appendix. The inclusion, ¢.g., of the tobacco trade 
would alter considerably the figures relating to the 
Dutch East Indies, America and Germany. ‘The 
shipment of diamonds by post is also not recorded, and 
rauch of the trade in coffee, sugar, spirits, cocoa beans, 
oils and wine is not recorded. 

Although the value of the total turnover was greater 
than in previous years, the gross weight of imports, 
as far as at present ascertained, did not increase to any 
appreciable extent, while that of exports was reduced 
by 13 million tons. 

In a table (p. 42 of Mr. Laming’s Report) relating to 
the division of trade according to fifteen groups, official 
figures have been adopted, and an appendix (II) to his 
Report has been prepared based on provisional returns 
showing the share of different countries in exports and 
imports, together with the actual ascertainable value 
as far as all groups of imports from or exports to Great 
Britain of a greater value than 500,000 fi. Since in 
that appendix British trade accounts for 234°4 mil- 
lion fl. out of a total of 246°2 million fl. of imports, and 
over 444’8 million fl. out of a total of 452°5 million fl. 
of exports, it should prove useful for comparative 
purposes. The principal competing countries are also 
included. 
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The total trade. with the six: most important sup- 
pliers and customers of the Netherlands may be found 
in Appendix I to the Report, from which it appears 
that the percentage of trade with these six countries 
was smaller than in the previous year, that there was 
greater competition from outlying countries on the 
Dutch market and that Dutch exporters looked further 


afield. 
TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN, ETC. 


Unlike those of most other countries British imports 
rose slightly last year both in respect to the percentage 
of the total trade and in the aggregate, whereas exports 
to Great Britain decreased both in percentage and in 
value, one of the principal reasons being the resump- 
tion of the coal trade, which was disorganised owing 
to the stoppage in the previous year. This alteration 
in the value of exports was not accounted for by cessa- 
tion of exports of fresh meat, these having been prac- 
tically replaced by imports of cured meat. 

Imports from Germany may have decreased in the 
aggregate, but as this was more than accounted for by 
the decline in the value of coal imported during the 
year an increase of imports of other articles is indi- 
cated. What is far more satisfactory from a Dutch 
point of view was the considerable increase in the 
value of exports, of which the greater part was, of 
course, agricultural produce. 

Trade with Belgium altered slightly, imports having 
decreased and exports increased, a change which may 
be ascribed to the stabilisation of the Belgian monetary 
system. This also applies to trade with France, 
exports to which country increased by over 50 per 
cent. It is doubtful, however, whether this state of 
affairs will be continued now the French tariff has 
undergone a revision, 

As has been said before, the figures of imports in 
the trade with the United States are correct, but the 
exports would reveal a different state of affairs were 
certain items which are not included in the returns 
taken into account. ‘I'he value, for example, of the 
Dutch East Indian tobacco exported from bond, even 
were it only estimated at the average of about 2 fl. per 
half-kilog. obtained for Sumatra tobacco during the 
year, and 1 fl. per half-kilog. obtained for Java, would 
aggregate 12 million fl. ‘This figure, however, is not 
accurate as the qualities suitable for the American 
market usually make top prices. It would, therefore, 
not surprise Mr. Laming if the total exports to the 
United States did not aggregate between 175 million fi. 
and 200 million fi. 

The Netherland East Indies figures can, in the same 
way, not be considered to reflect the true position. 
Much of the plantation produce is imported in bond, 
and even more is shipped direct to other destinations. 
As regards exports to the Dutch East Indies, the in- 
crease in Dutch trade does not appear satisfactory, 
more especially as the latest trade returns from the 
colony show a considerable increase of trade. 


SELLING Britisu Goops. 


There is little to add to the advice given on a pre- 
vious occasion regarding methods of business, states 
Mr. Laming, and it is gratifying to note that visits 
appear to be more often exchanged than formerly, 
which widens the views of both parties. 

Advertising of British goods is still too sparsely 
undertaken and should be carefully considered by those 
firms who already have a foothold in the country. 
Although English is understood by the majority of 
business men the Dutchman is susceptible in regard to 
his own language, and appeals to him in it are more 
elfective. It should, however, be borne in mind that 
the best method is to have the advertisement drafted 
in the country itself, as natives often lose the fine 
points of their own language by long residence abroad, 
with the result that ‘‘ Dutch as she is spoke ’’ may 
often be encountered in advertisements and appeals.

Far rather than trust a self-styled Dutch translator in 
England, cause the matter to be handled by a reput- 
able firm in the Netherlands. Even agents do not 
always have the necessary- knack or education to 
produce an effective advertisement. 

The keenness of Dutch buyers has been remarked 
upon before, and although the manner in which the 
country is flooded by salesmen from certain other 
countries has been complained of, there are British 
lines of business which could be more efficiently repre- 
sented by more frequent personal canvassing. 

It should not be forgotten that our competitors are 
in a position to deliver with at least one stage less and 
one less occasion for handling. Even if the goods 
require railway transportation to the waterside, when 
not shipped through by rail, the canal system is such 
as to provide for direct delivery at the customer’s door, 
whereas imports from overseas must be transhipped 
inland, barge freights often being as high as, if not 
higher than, the down-river Rhine freight. 

The time of small profits has returned, and for this 
reason every effort should be made to reduce the cost 
of transport and other charges in which our Con- 
tinental competitors on the Dutch market have 4 
natural advantage. Experience has taught him, con- 
cludes Mr. Laming, that even a freight difference of a 
penny per ton is taken into account on the Rhine. : 





NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS. 


For the Netherland East Indies the vear 1927 was one 
of steady commercial progress, reports the British Com- 
mercial Agent at Batavia (Mr. H. A. N. Bluett), At. 
no time did the volume of trade offering or in sight reach 
the proportions of a trade boom, but the year was free 
of those patches of trade depression which were so 
noticeable in 1925 and in 1926. In all respects 1927 
must be recorded as a most successful year for both 
import and export trade, while in agricultural pursuits 
much healthy progress was made which will add to the 
general prosperity of the country. 

It will be some time before returns showing the 
balance of trade during 1927 for the whole of the Nether- 
land East Indies become available, but preliminary 
figures for the import and export trade of Java issued 
by the Department of Agriculture, Industry and Com- 
merce on 10th of February, 1928, show that the foreign 
trade of the major island was greater than in 1926. 





EXPORT TRADE. 

The gross weight of exports from Java on private 
account (exclusive of ships’ stores, parcel post, etc.) is 
officially stated to have been 3,289,899 metric tons in 
1927 as against 2,800,177 metric tons in 1926, the balance 
of exports over imports being 1,880,640 tons, or 558,566 
tons greater than in the previous year. The total value 
of exports from Java is given at 806,485,000 guilders 
as against 750,649,000 gldrs. in 1926, an increase of 
nearly 56 million gldrs. These are extremely healthy 
figures, and reflect the general feeling of trade security. 

The following table gives the percentage of total 
exports from Java accredited to the six principal

SUGAR. 


The gross weight of sugar and sugar products exported 
in 1927 was 2,337,622 tons as against 2,001,041 tons 
in 1926. Last year’s crops totalled 2,360,135 tons. 
The carry-over on lst May, 1927, ex 1926 crop was 23,437 
tons, making 2,383,572 tons available for the year. 
Shipments from May to December totalled 1,644,048 
tons and home consumption for the same period was 
estimated at 160,000 tons, leaving about 580,000 tons 
for shipment and home consumption until the marketing 
of the 1928 crop in May or June, 1928. Allowing 80,000 
tons for home consumption January—April, the stock 
available for shipment on Ist January, 1928, was 
about 175,000 tons higher than a year before. The 
total area planted for the 1927 crop was 185,635 hectares 
and for 1928 crop 194,027 hectares, which represents 
an increased area of 44 per cent. 


RUBBER. 


The past year opened with producers convinced of a 
rise in prices and during the period March—May, 1927, 
the forward market was busy and considerable business 
was done. June came with its heavy liquidations and, 
depressed by reports of ever-increasing stocks, specula- 
tors withdrew all interest, and a dull market ruled 
until October, when prices improved on New York, 
buying becoming much keener. 

The placing of larger orders for tyres by automobile 
manufacturers in the United States is credited locally 
for the revival of interest in rubber during the latter 
months of 1927, but no doubt the decision of the Restric- 
tion Committee for British Malaya to revise the assess- 
ment of estates in British territory, to enforce rigorously 
this re-assessment and to curtail considerably the value 
of the unused coupons by placing a time limit on their 
validity were all contributory causes to the rise in 
prices during October and November. 

No optimistic views regarding the future of rubber are 
expressed in the Netherland East Indies. The expected 
increase in the export of native rubber during the next 
two years is an all important factor. Government 
statisticians estimate that the export figure for native 
rubber will be at least 150,000 tons “ dry rubber ” by 
1930. The Dutch capitalised estates have accepted 
these warning figures and safeguarded themselves by 
forward sales as far as possible. Much has been heard 
about “sprayed ” rubber, but it is believed that after 
an extended trial makers of sprayed rubber are reverting 
to ordinary manufacture where and when possible. 
According to the Netherland East Indian Rubber Trade 
Association at Batavia, the exports of rubber during 
1927 totalled 280,129 metric tons as compared with 
248,675 metric tons in the previous year and 234,067 
metric tons in 1925. 

TEA. 


The Vereeniging Thee Expert Bureau place the 1927 
Netherland East Indian tea crop at 65,600,000 kilogs., 
an increase of 3,650,000 kilogs. over 1926. The increase 
was in the Java crop only, the Sumatra crop at 8,000,000 
kilogs. being nominally unchanged. 

Exports from Java totalled 57,579,705 kilogs. and 
from Sumatra 8,005,591 kilogs., or 65,585,000 kilogs. in 
all. Shipments to Great Britain, India, South Africa 
and South America were heavier than in 1926, but those 
to the United States, Canada and Australia showed a 
decline. Exports to Australia from Sumatra fell, in 
fact, from 1,588,674 kilogs. in 1926 to 690,242 kilogs. 
in 1927, a decrease of nearly a million kilogs. 

For tea growers 1927 was a satisfactory year, and 
as buyers have a fair measure of confidence in the future 
of the Java tea industry, the conditions of the trade 
are rendered relatively easy. 


GENERAL. 


In but a brief summary of the export trade of 1927 
it is impossible to deal with the year’s activities in the 
many other commodities that add to the flourishing 
foreign trade of this country. It may, however, be 
mentioned that the export of tapioca and tapioca 
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products from Java increased from 155,717 tons in 
1926 to 248,828 tons in 1927. 

A feature of the year was the better demand from those 
countries whose currencies were depleted as a result of 
the war and that now appear to be able to purchase 
more of their requirements in tropical produce. The 
result to the Netherland East Indies is that her exports 
are being more generally distributed throughout the 
world and new relations are being established in 
countries which have not in the past figured largely 
as consumers of her surplus production. 





IMPORT TRADE. 


Conditions in the import trade during 1927 were not 
unsatisfactory, though the statement in Mr. Bluett’s 
Report on the Economic Situation of the Netherland 
East Indies, 1925-26 (see the “‘ Journal ” of 30th June, 
1927, page 741), to the effect that the import trade of 
Java was not likely to increase to any appreciable extent 
for some years and, that any increase in demand that 
may be recorded was more likely to come from under- 
takings of an agricultural or industrial nature under 
European management than from the native people, is 
fully justified by happenings in 1927. 

In firmly established lines, such as textiles, provisions, 
hardware, earthenware, soap, cigarettes and matches, 
trade throughout the year was rather better than had 
been anticipated, and general importers whose main 
business is to cater for the requirements of the native 
people and who distribute their imports through Chinese 
middlemen to retailers in the native bazaars have every 
reason to be satisfied with their turnovers for the year. 

In a country where a system of long credits is prac- 
tised the failure of a number of small retailers of mush- 
room growth is inevitable, and in this respect 1927 was 
little better than previous years ; nevertheless, no failures 
among long-established European importers were re- 
corded and consequently the market was free of bankrupt 
stocks which have in the past been a handicap to healthy 
trade and to the stabilising of prices. 

In the staple lines previously mentioned it has been 
extremely difficult to interest importers in the offers of 
British firms who have not previously marketed their 
manufactures in the Netherland East Indies, in fact, 
the policy of importers appears now to be to purchase 
their requirements from fewer manufacturers or exporters 
abroad and to endeavour to establish more firmly such 
goods and trade marks as are known to the natives and 
in steady demand, thus relying for their profits more on 
an increased turnover in fewer lines than on the sale of 
novelties which may bring in handsome profits but which, 
also, may prove unsaleable. 


INTENSIVE COMPETITION. 


For power-driven machinery, factory plant and 
engineering accessories, sales have exceeded expecta- 
tions, and most importers of engineering supplies are 
able to report an increased turnover, though intense 
competition between firms representing respectively 
as agents the best known manufacturers in Great 
Britain, Germany, Belgium, Switzerland and_ the 
United States has mitigated against large profits being 
made. This has been favourable to agricultural estates 
in @ position to set aside a portion of their profits for 
modernising their factory equipment or enlarging their 
power supply ; it is generally admitted that no difficulty 
has been experienced in obtaining in the Netherland 
East Indies the best and latest in all machinery lines, 
while the service offered by importers having trained 
engineers on their staff leaves little to be desired. 

Building extensions in the principal towns to meet 
the ever increasing demand for accommodation for 
Europeans resulted throughout the year in a brisk 
demand for structural steel, water and gas pipes and 
meters, cement, sanitary appliances, glazed tiles and 
window glass, but in these lines also there is intensive 
and healthy competition and prices are cut to a bare 
minimum of profit. 

For the chemicals and paints group, total imports 
to Java showed an advance for 1927 of 34,500 tons over 
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1926; increased imports are recorded in ammonium 
sulphate, caustic soda, copper sulphate, super-phosphate, 
calcium carbide and dry lead and zinc paints. 

The opening of an assembly plant for automobiles 
at Tandjong Priok, Batavia, by Messrs. N. V. General 
Motors (Java), has revolutionised the trade in motor 
cars. The demand is principally for their locally 
assembled products, which are considered attractive 
at the prices offering, while the assurance of service 
through a chain of dealers with well equipped repair 
shops added to the fact that spare parts are everywhere 
available has consolidated the strong position held in 
this market by cars of American design, of which the 
parts for the Netherland East Indian assembly factory 
are largely manufactured in Canada. An extremely 
brisk demand ruled throughout the year for motor 
cycles and cycles, in which the trade with the United 
Kingdom is steadily increasing. 


TRADE WITH THE OUTER POSSESSIONS. 


A feature of outstanding importance is the increased 
import to the Outer Possessions during the past year, 
and particularly to Sumatra, of many manufactures of 
foreign origin and particularly of machinery and supplies 
for estates, automobiles, building materials, petrol and 
paraffin engines for motor boats, artificial fertilisers and 
insecticides. The larger trade in foreign goods is the 
natural outcome of greater activity in the cultivation of 
the oil palm, fibres, coffee, tea and rubber on large areas 
opened up by European capitalists, though the pur- 
chasing power of the natives has also increased as the 
result of this influx of foreign money for land develop- 
ment and the high prices obtained during the past three 
years for native-grown rubber and coffee. 

A word of caution to those who are, perhaps, unduly 
optimistic as regards the future buying power of the 
natives of the Outer Islands may here not be out of 
place. It must not be forgotten that the Malay can 
hardly be called thrifty, and that the wealth acquired 
by the natives in the residencies of Djambi, Palembang 
and South and East Borneo has been derived from high 
rubber prices. The money came to them easily and has 
been freely dissipated in goods which are not essential 


to their well being, while the cost of foodstuffs is steadily . 


rising in the districts that have enjoyed such great 
prosperity. A reaction seems inevitable with the anti- 
cipated further fall in the price of rubber, coupled with 
the fact that labour is scarce and wages are too high, 
even in comparison with current prices. 

It has been shown time and again that hard work for 
a small return is foreign to the nature of the native 
races of the Indian Archipelago. There is still a fair 
margin of profit for them in native rubber, but it must 
be borne in mind that if prices drop further and the 
earnings enjoyed in the past can only be obtained by 
hard work and long hours in the rubber gardens, the 
labourers in the native rubber districts will return to their 
more natural habits and harvest only sufficient rubber 
to provide the bare necessaries of life, while their energies 
will again be turned to the more extensive cultivation 
of rice and other foodstuffs. It is not intended to strike 
a note of pessimism regarding the future development 
of the Outer Islands, as industries under European 
management have been built up on solid foundation and 
are being prosecuted with sound judgment, but the fact 
that the means to purchase foreign goods in the native 
tubber districts during the past two years was not 
built up on a solid foundation and is entirely dependent 
on the market price of rubber cannot be ignored at the 
present time. 


JAVAN Import FIGURES. 


Preliminary figures for imports to Java on private 
account during 1927 and not including parcel post and 
passenger luggage, imports or goods imported for the 
express purpose of provisioning ships calling at Java 
Ports gave the volume of imports as 1,409,259 metric 
tons, valued by the Customs authorities at 545,101,000 
gidrs., the corresponding figures for 1926 being 1,478,103 
metric tons, valued at 535,854,000 gldrs. Though the 
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weight of imports showed a decrease over 1926 of 68,844 
tons, the value was higher by 9,247,000 gldrs., or approxi- 
mately £770,000. 


BRITISH SHARE IN Import TRADE. 


For the requirements of the Dutch East Indian Pos- 
sessions there is most intensive competition from foreign 
manufacturing countries, so much so that to sell foreign 
goods to local importers—who, in addition to being well 
served by their head offices or buying agents in England, 
the United States or on the Continent, can within a 
few hours obtain quotations from and even cable intro- 
ductions to manufacturers in supplying countries through 
the official trade representatives of Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Belgium, the United States, Canada 
and Japan—necessitates very close attention to re- 
quirements by manufacturers, travellers and agents. 

During the past year it has been particularly noticeable, 
writes Mr. Bluett, that travellers have come to Java 
who have regularly visited Japan and China and for 
years have ignored the existence of a valuable market 
in the Netherland East Indies. In almost all cases they 
found local importers well provided for and in no way 
interested in the offers of those firms that it was con- 
sidered were only turning their attention to the Java 
market because their business with China was temporarily 
dislocated. 

The total import trade of the whole of Netherland 
East Indies in 1926 was valued at 926,078,000 gidrs., 
of which total the value of imports from Great Britain 
was 106,692,000 gldrs. or 114 per cent. This is the 
lowest percentage figure recorded for goods of British 
origin for many years, and the cause for the loss of trade 
incurred may be ascribed to the industrial unrest in 
Great Britain during that year and the difficulty ex- 
perienced by exporters in fulfilling orders. Until 
figures for 1927 are available it is impossible to state 
how far the ground lost in 1926 has been recovered ; it is, 
however, considered that in some lines, particularly in 
fertilisers and the heavy chemical group, the iron and 
steel group and also in wearing apparel, the position is 
not yet fully regained. 

The history of British trade with the Netherland 
East Indies ever since the time when Governor-General 
Sir Stamford Raffles laid its foundation, shows that it 
has centred largely around British firms established in 
the country, and that our merchant adventurers of the 
past were prepared to settle in Java and risk life and 
capital in promoting British interests. This inherited 
spirit of trade enterprise has been sadly lacking in this 
country since the war, and it is regrettable to have to 
record that hardly any British firms have established 
themselves as importers here during the past seven years. 

British manufacturers and exporters are now too 
prone to depend on the services of agents, mostly Dutch 
and German firms, to sell their goods instead of risking 
a small capital in opening their own office in Java for 
the purpose of getting into direct contact with consumers. 

In electrical appliances there is every opportunity for 
the sale of goods of British origin, but adequate service 
is also required which will not be offering until manu- 
facturers are better represented locally and have en- 
gineers resident in the country ready to advise those 
desirous of purchasing British electrical plant. 

Progress is being made by Japan—largely because 
Japanese manufacturers are able to offer the goods so 
largely purchased by natives at prices with which 
European manufacturers cannot compete—and by the 
United States in the sale of automobiles, machinery, 
canned goods and many other lines because no expense 
is spared by American firms concentrating on the Far 
Eastern markets in advertising the goods they desire to 
sell and in the distribution of free samples. Australia— 
though favoured by her proximity to Java and by steadily 
improving shipping facilities—appears to make little 
headway in the Netherland East Indian market in 
manufactured goods, though in agricultural produce, 
such as flour, fruit and butter, sales are increasing.

CANADIAN BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


There has been a slight but unmistakable expansion 
of business during the past month, least marked, perhaps, 
in Quebec, but plainly visible throughout the Dominion 
and in all the major lines of activity, reports the Bank 
of Nova Scotia. Tax payments, an excellent guide to 
the condition of the buying public, are being made with 
unusual promptness; and even when allowance is made 
for increasing efficiency of the machinery for collecting 
revenue, this bespeaks a condition of prosperity. 

Building construction of the present season is well 
under way. Highway construction on a broad scale 
has begun unusually early. Present prospects seem to 
indicate that the constructional industries have before 
them a season of unprecedented activity. Statistics 
published by MacLean Building Reports show consistent 
increases in contracts for business and _ residential 
purposes, though there has been a slight falling off in 
contracts for industrial buiidings. 


CANADA’S TRADE WITH THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, in a 
summary of the trade of Canada for March, show that 
imports for consumption from the United Kingdom 
during March were valued at 17,912,125 dollars while 
Canadian exports to this country totalled 25,928,922 dols. 
For the twelve months ended 31st March last the 
respective totals were 185,888,581 dols. and 410,704,153 
dols. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 
TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week 
ended 12th May, the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom ports : 
Wool, scoured, bales, 209; grease, bales, 3,145; mohair, 
bales, 478; hides, wet, bales, 243, dry, bales, 864; 
clippings, bales, 18; sheepskins, bales, 676; goatskins, 
bales, 286; wattle bark, tons, 964; wattle extract, Ibs., 
33,456; groundnuts, bags, 60; bitter aloes, cases, 50; 
tobacco, bales, 44; case, 1; buchu, bales, 20; sugar, 
tons, 3; and cotton lint, Ibs., 126,997. 
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In addition the following boxes of fruit were also 
shipped on 18th May :—Oranges, 7,252; grapes, 2,806: 
grape fruit, 608; naartjes, 483; and pines, 355. 





UNITED STATES INDUSTRY AND TRADE, 


The London Office of the Guaranty Trust Company 
of New York reports that the advance in the New York 
rediscount rate has been followed by a moderate reaction 
in stock prices and smaller trading in the open market: 
money rates continue to advance. Brokers’ borrowi 
in New York City increased 220 million dollars during 
the fortnight ended 16th May, reaching a new peak 
of 4,502 million dols. Discounts of the Federal Reserve 
Banks for the same period increased 50 million dols.; 
open-market purchases declined 16 million dols,; 
holdings of Government securities declined 30 million 
dols.; reserves declined 66 million dols. The reserve 
ratio declined from 70-2 per cent. to 69-7 per cent. 

The final figures for gold exports in April were 
96,468,559 dols., practically equalling the record in 
March. Total gold exports for the fortnight ended 
16th May were 50 million dols. Capital flotations in 


April were 1,050,469,925 dols., the largest on record. 


General trade is hampered by cool weather while wide- 
spread rainfall helps crops. Sales of 505 department 
stores in April were 8 per cent. below a year ago. 
Winter wheat condition is somewhat improved but is 
still unusually poor, the condition of most other crops 
is also unfavourable. The abandonment of winter 
wheat acreage is estimated at 25 per cent. Car loadings 
for the week ended 5th May were 979,662, being 45,099 
below a year ago and 16,554 below two years ago. 
Commodity prices remain firm. Professor Irving Fisher’s 
commodity price index was 99-6 last week, against 
99-4 a month ago. Foreign trade in April was below 
a year earlier; exports were 368 million dols.; imports 
345 million dols.; against exports 421 million dols.; 
imports 380 million dols. in March and exports 415 
million dols., imports 376 million dols. a year ago. - 





BRAZILIAN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


According to “‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review ” imports 
into and exports from Brazil during February last 
amounted in value to £7,082,000 and £7,470,000 as 
compared with £6,517,000 and £5,777,000 respectively 
in February, 1927. In the month under review the 
trade balance was favourable to the extent of £388,000 
as against an unfavourable balance of £740,000 in 
February of last vear. 





BRITISH STANDARD PAINTS. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued British standard specifications for green 
oxide of chromium, vandyke brown, vermilion, paste 
driers, liquid driers, and red lakes. The specifications 
contain clauses regulating the composition together with 
standard reception tests for the purchase of these 
materials; appendices being also incorporated outlining 
standard methods for carrying out the tests. The issue 
of these specifications bring the number in this series 
up to fifty-five, covering paints, varnishes, pigments, 
oil pastes, extenders, oils, thinners, driers, etc. 

The first stage of the work of the Committee is now 
being brought to a conclusion, but the question of gloss 
paints is still outstanding. This question is under con- 
sideration by a Sub-Committee and at the present 
moment research is being carried out with a view to 
establishing some relationship between physical tests 
and performance.

GREECE. 


TRADE OF PORT OF ZANTE IN 1927. 


The British Vice Consul at Zante reports that trade was, 
comparatively speaking, very fair during 1927. The high 
prices realised by the two principal crops, currants and 
olives, gave the local and rural population the means of 
purchasing many commodities required by them, thereby 
giving trade a greater impetus than in the preceding years. 
Although the larger part of foreign goods are purchased by 
the trade at Patras and the Piraeus, a slight tendency can 
be noticed towards a direct import trade, specially with 
Trieste. Coffee, sugar, rice and similar commodities were 
mostly imported from Trieste, Great Britain supplied cotton 
goods and woollens, but the greater part of these textiles 
came from Italy. Timber, as usual, came mainly from the 
Adriatic ports. 

The currant crop was not a heavy one, but was of very 
good quality, and the perfect weather during the drying 
season allowed the fruit to be well cared for, and more 
attention was given to the cleaning process at the merchants’ 
stores. Great Britain (4,553 tons) and Holland (1,013 tons) 
absorbed nearly all the currants exported during the year. 

The olive crop was a medium one, and was estimated at 
about 35,000 barrels of oil; most of which will be utilised in 
Soapmaking. The smaller industries, including soap, tiles 
and bricks, were very active throughout the year. 

During last year 69 vessels with a net tonnage of 75,863 
entered and cleared at the port. Of this total, 26 vessels of 
42,390 tons were British, 16 of 5,270 tons were J ugo-Slav 
and 14 of 14,212 tons were Dutch.

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


TRADE OF THE EAST COAST OF SUMATRA 


The Acting British Consul at Medan, in the course of a 
survey of the economic position in the Province of the 
East Coast of Sumatra, states that during 1927 the increased 
prosperity of 1925 and 1926 was on the whole well main- 
tained. This is clearly shown in the results achieved in 
the import trade, which for the first time since 1920 exceeded 
100 million guilders and also by a lower price-level, so that 
the actual import trade was considerably greater in 1927 
than in 1920. The export trade also showed a substantial 
advance. Exports classed as European increased about 
25 per cent. over those of 1926, while the non-European 
exports rose by about 7 percent. This increase is in marked 
contrast with 1926, when the total exports only showed a 
rise of 5 per cent. over 1925.

These figures include only imports from abroad. The 
two principal import groups, rice and piece-goods, have 
reached a figure never before attained. The total import 
of rice from abroad in 1927 was 163,304,627 kilogs.; 
hitherto 1917, with an import of 146,000 tons, was the 
peak-year. The total import of piece-goods (*‘‘ manu- 
facturen ’’)* and yarn from abroad reached the figure of 
15-7 million guilders; previously the peak-year was 1925, 
when the total was about 13-3 million guilders. Many other 
imports reached the maxima as well, e.g., condensed milk, 
of which the import in 1927 was double that of 1923. 


Motor cars.—The import of motor cars, already high in 
1926, reached a new record in 1927. Two hundred and 
seventy-seven lorries and 811 passenger cars were imported 
from abroad in 1927, and in the first eleven months of the 
year 569 cars from Java. The total import for 1927 will 
thus exceed 1,657 pieces, as compared with 1,474 pieces in 
1926. 

Cement.—In 1927 the East Coast Province imported from 
abroad 142,240 barrels of cement as against 94,406 barrels 
in 1926. In the first eleven months of last year, 83,619 
barrels of cement were imported from Padang as against 
32,497 in the first eleven months of 1926. It is worthy of 
comment that in 1927 also no cement was imported from 
Japan. 

Cu1EF Ports OF ENTRY. 


The bulk of the imports came through Belawan 
74,427,000 guilders, Tandjong Balei 7,993,000 guilders, and 
Pangkalan Brandan 7,885,000 guilders. 


Export TRADE. 


The total quantity of exports from the Province in 1927 
was more than double that in 1920. Although the quantity 
of exports shows this increase, prices did not follow suit.

CYPRUS. 


CROP REPORT FOR APRIL. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
concerning the Island’s crops as under :— 

Wheat : Lack of rain and hot winds have affected the 
crop. Even if rain comes soon the production is estimated 
at from 15 per cent. to 20 per cent. less than last year. 
Barley : Production estimated at the same as last year. 
Quality good, except in certain localities where it has been 
affected by rust and the hot winds. Oats: For the same 
reasons production is estimated at 50 per cent. less than 
last year. 

Vetches, Chickling Vetch, Ochrus Vetch, Lentils and 
Chick Peas :—Growth seriously checked by lack of rain 
and hot winds. The harvesting of chickling vetch and 
ochrus vetch has started; production poor. Broad Beans : 
Production average. Onions: Production average; price 
exceptionally high. Cumin : Unless rain comes soon produc- 
tion will be poor. Potatoes: Production promising. 
Carobs: Considerable damage caused hy brachycarpia; 
production will be less than that of last year. Oranges: 
Flowers affected by frost and the crop anticipated to be 
poor. Currant price fer export from 65s. to 67s. per 1,000. 
Lemons: Also affected by frost. Demand good; price 
about 25s. per 1,000. Pomegranates: Blossoming good 
and production promising. Almonds: Owing to the frost 
expected production small. Vines : Growth normal, a good 
yield expected. Cotton: Owing to insufficient rain during 
the winter only a small area will come under dry cotton 
cultivation. It is expected to have the same area of wet 
cotton as last year. Sericulture: Mulberry leaves are 
growing well, silkworm eggs have hatched out and rearing 
promises to be favourable.

GERMANY—JAPAN. 





TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Treaty 
of Commerce and Navigation between Germany and Japan, 
which was signed at Tokio on 20th July, 1927, and came 
into force on 17th April last. The Treaty is concluded for 
three years, and if not denounced six months before the 
expiry of that period, will continue in force, subject to 
termination at six months’ notice. 

Under the terms of the Treaty the nationals of each of 
the Contracting Parties in the territories of the other Party 
will receive most-favoured-nation treatment in regard to 
residence, the exercise of trades and professions and the 
carrying on of industry and manufactures. They will 
receive national and most-favoured-nation treatment as 
regards the possession and disposal of movable property 
which has been legally acquired and, subject to the condition 
of reciprocity, most-favoured-nation treatment as regards 
the acquisition and possession of immovable property. 
National and most-favoured-nation treatment will be 
accorded to nationals in matters of taxation. 

Companies and other commercial, industrial, financial and 
insurance associations legally constituted in accordance 
with the laws of one Party will be recognised in the terri- 
tories of the other Party, and will enjoy the same rights as 
similar companies or associations of any other country. 
As regards taxation they will be accorded national treat- 
ment. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for as 
regards import and export duties, prohibitions and restric- 
tions, and the conduct of business by commercial travellers. 
In the matter of internal duties, national treatment is 
provided for. The Protocol to the Treaty stipulates that 
the German Customs duty on soya bean oil imported from 
Japan shall not exceed 2°50 Reichsmarks per 100 kilo- 
grammes, and that if one of the Parties to the Treaty 
imposes new import or export prohibitions or restrictions 
which seriously prejudice the commerce of the other Party, 
the latter may denounce the Treaty on giving six months’ 
notice. 

The vessels of the Contracting Parties will enjoy national 
and most-favoured-nation treatment in the respective 
territories, except in regard to the coasting trade, in which

most-favoured-nation treatment will be accorded op 
condition of reciprocity. 

Exception from the most-favoured-nation provisions of 
the Treaty is made in the case of privileges or benefits 
accorded to :— 

(a) neighbouring States to facilitate frontier traffic; 

(6) the national fisheries ; 

(c) a third State with a view to the avoidance of 
double taxation, etc. 


TURKEY—CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 








TREATY OF COMMERCE. 


The Treaty of Commerce which was concluded between 
Turkey and Czechoslovakia on 3lst May, 1927, having been 
ratified by both Contracting Parties, came into force on 
5th April last. The Treaty is to remain in force for an 
indefinite period, but may be terminated by either Party at 
six months’ notice. 

Under the provisions of the Treaty most-favoured-nation 
treatment is accorded by one Party to the products of the 
other, so far as concerns import and export duties and 
Customs formalities. 

Goods of the one Party which have passed in transit 
across the territory of a third state are not to be subjected, 
on importation into the territory of the other, to duties or 
taxes higher than those leviable on similar goods imported 
direct from the country of origin. Internal duties levied 
by either Party are not to be more burdensome upon the 
products of the other than upon native products of the 
same kind. , 

Exceptionally, prohibitions and restrictions may be 
placed on the importation and exportation of goods in 
certain specified circumstances, but only provided that 
they are equally applicable to every other country where 
similar circumstances prevail. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is further accorded in 
matters relating to transit and to the conduct of business 
by commercial travellers. 

The Treaty provides for the freedom of commerce and 
navigation. Ships of either Party in the ports and terri- 
torial waters of the other are to enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment. 

Exception from the most-favoured-nation treatment 
provisions of the Treaty is made in the case of privileges 
or benefits (a) granted to neighbouring states to facilitate 
frontier traffic, (6) in existence between Turkey and such 
countries as were detached from the Ottoman Empire in 
1923, and (c) resulting from a Customs union. 

The only tariff change resulting from the Treaty is the 
reduction of the Czechoslovak Customs duty on currants 
to 130 kr. per 100 kilogs. (Tariff No. 106). 

The Protocol to the Treaty contains provisions regarding 
the undertaking of the Czechoslovak Government to make 
an average yearly purchase of 3,000,000 kilogs. of cigarette 
tobacco of Turkish origin. Provision is also made for the 
introduction of a special “ co-efficient of exchange ”’ with 
a view to re-adjusting tariff duties, if on comparison of 
its average value during 1925 with the dollar or pound 
sterling the value of the Czechoslovak crown be found on a 
month’s average to have risen or fallen by at least 10 per 
cent.

APPLICATION OF DUMPING DUTIES TO CERTAIN 
SCREWS FROM SWEDEN. 


Notice No. 284, issued under Section 4 of the Customs 
Tariff (Industries Preservation) Act, 1921-22, and recently 
published in the ‘‘ Commonwealth Gazette ’’ applies the 
provisions of that Section of the Act to the following 
goods :—‘‘ Screws for wood, of brass or iron, originated in 
or exported from Sweden, the landed duty-paid cost of 
which is less than the manufacturers’ selling price of the 
comparable Australian-made article.”

AUSTRALIA. 





CONTROL OF IMPORT AND EXPORT OF 
OPIUM AND OTHER HABIT-FORMING 
DRUGS. 


A Customs Proclamation (No. $56) dated 30th March, 
1928, revokes Proclamation No. 135 of 20th November, 
1926, and prohibits absolutely the exportation from the 
Commonwealth of prepared opium, and further prohibits 
the exportation, except with the consent in writing of the 
Minister of State for Trade and Customs and subject to 
certain conditions, of: Raw opium; medicinal opium, 
morphine, diacetylmorphine, crude cocaine, cocaine, 
ecgonine; the salts of morphine; the salts of cocaine; 
the salts of diacetylmorphine and all preparations con- 
taining diacetylmorphine; all preparations officinal and 
non-officinal (including the so-called anti-opium remedies) 
which contain more than 0-2 per centum of morphine, 
or more than 0-1 per centum of cocaine; all new derivatives 
of morphine or cocaine, or their respective salts, and every 
other alkaloid of opium, or its compounds or salts, which 
may be shown by scientific research, generally recognised, 
to be liable to similar abuse and productive of the like ill- 
effects; Indian hemp; galenical preparations (extract and 
tincture) of Indian hemp; resin obtained from Indian 
hemp and ordinary preparations of which such resin forms 
the base (such as hashish, esrar, chiras, djamba); coca 
leaves. 

Customs Proclamation No. 157, also dated 30th March, 
1928, revokes Proclamation No. 134 of 20th November, 
1926, and prohibits the importation (absolutely) of prepared 
opium, and further prohibits the importation of the drugs 
mentioned above, unless imported by persons licensed by 
the Collector of Customs, in accordance with and subject 
to the conditions and restrictions of the Proclamation.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 





IMPORT PROHIBITION. 


The ‘‘ Government Gazette ’’ of 7th April publishes a 
Proclamation (No. 2 of 1928) dated 4th April which prohibits 
absolutely the importation into the Colony of British 
Honduras, directly or indirectly, of citrous plants, including 
plants of orange, grape fruit, lemon, lime and tangerine 
trees, except by written permission previously obtained of 
the Agricultural Authority and subject to such conditions 
as may attach to the grant of such permission. 





BRITISH INDIA. 





CUSTOMS RULINGS: “BELTING”; “ PAPER 


MONEY.” 


The Indian Trade Journal of 3rd May publishes the 
Customs Rulings as set out below :— 

Belting.—Customs Ruling No. 2 of 1928 (dated 3rd April) 
of the Central Board of Revenue is as follows :— 

(1) Balata Belting.—This is ordinarily canvas ply belting 
impregnated with balata gum. The fact of this impregna- 
tion cannot remove such belting from the category of 
“canvas ply belting’ and it is therefore dutiable at 5 per 
cent. as such. 

(2) Rubber Composition Belting.—As the tariff entry 
specifically mentions canvas ply belting as well as cotton 
belting, although canvas ply belting is made of cotton 
canvas, the term ‘cotton belting’? cannot be read as 
meaning all belting made of cotton (and thereby, under 
the operation of Section 21, all belting of which cotton is 
an ingredient). The meaning of the term is limited to 
What is ordinarily described as ‘‘ cotton belting,” that is, 
belting woven in the form of belting from cotton yarn. 
The term does not therefore include rubber composition 
belting which contains a layer or layers of cotton canvas, 
and such belting remains free under No. 18-A of the 
Schedule. 

Customs Ruling No. 3 of 1928 (dated 3rd April) of the 
Central Board of Revenue is as follows :— 

‘“ Paper money” does not include documents that have 
hot been completed in such a way as to enable them to 
serve the function of money, as, for example, unsigned 
cheque forms.

IMPORTATION OF EXPLOSIVES. 


The Gazette of India of 21st April publishes a Notification 
No. E. 11 (1) dated 16th April, 1928, which gives a list of 
explosives at present authorised for importation into 
British India for general sale as follows :—Class 1, Gun- 
powder; Class 2, Nitrate Mixture; Class 3, Nitro-Com- 
pound; Class 4, Chlorate Mixture; Class 5, Fulminate; 
Class 6, Ammunition; Class 7, Firework. 

Full definitions of the preparations or chemical compounds 
included in these classes are given in the Notification, 
which may be seen by persons interested on application to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1. 





CANADA. 





ADMISSION OF NURSERY STOCK; 
IMPORTATION OF POTATOES. 


Certain revised regulations under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 3 and 4 of the Destructive Insect and Pest Act, 1927, 
are published in ‘“‘ The Canada Gazette ’’ for 28th April. 

Regulation No. 1 (Foreign)—2nd revision—effective on 
and after Ist September, 1928, governs the admission of 
nursery stock, this term including all “ plants ’’ for orna- 
mental purposes, propagation or cropping, but not seeds 
and seed potatoes.

Regulation No. 3 (Foreign)—4th revision—prohibits the 
importation of potatoes from Europe, The Azores and 
Canary Islands, Newfoundland and the Islands of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon, and specifies the conditions under 
which potatoes may be admitted from certain States of 
the United States of America. 





TRAFFIC IN INTOXICATING LIQUORS. 


A Bill, cited as the ‘“‘ Importation of Intoxicating Liquors 
Act,”” passed by the House of Commons of Canada on 
27th April, 1928, is designed to prevent, with certain 
exceptions, the importation of intoxicating liquor into any 
Province of Canada where the sale of such liquor is under 
Government control, except such liquor as is consigned to 
the local Government or its agents. Intoxicating liquor 
for sacramental or medicinal purposes or for manufacturing 
or commercial purposes (other than the manufacture or use 
thereof as a beverage) is exempted from the prohibition. 





CYPRUS. 





EXPORT OF WINES. 


A Bill has been introduced to control the exportation 
of Cyprus wines to Great Britain, Ireland and the British 
Colonies, so as to ensure a quality of wine equal to the 
standard required for sale and competition in British 
markets. Under the terms of the Bill, the exportation of 
wines manufactured in Cyprus to Great Britain, Ireland 
and the British Colonies is to be permitted only under 
licence. 





FIJI. 





REGULATIONS GOVERNING EXPORTATION 
OF BANANAS. 


Regulations, under the Fruit Export Ordinance, 1906, 
as amended, are at present under consideration by the Fiji 
Government, dealing with the licensing of exporters of 
bananas, and the conditions to which fruit for export 
must conform, and fixing minimum prices to be paid for 
bananas by licensed buyers. The full text of the proposed 
regulations is published in the Fiji ‘“ Royal Gazette” of 
5th April and may be seen by persons interested, on appli- 
cation at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S8S.W. 1.

ARTICLES EXEMPTED FROM IMPORT DUTY. 


Ordinance No. 5 of 1928, cited as the Customs Duties 
Amendment Ordinance, 1928, further amends the second 
Schedule of the Grenada Customs Tariff so as to include 
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in the list of articles exempted from the payment of Customs 
import duties: (a) Pedigree animals and birds imported 
after approval by the Colonial Secretary on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Agriculture ; (6) articles imported 
by or for the use of the Pacific Cable Board for their official 
use; (c) cinematograph films imported by any person 
hiring the same for use in the Colony ; (d) uniforms imported 
by, or for the use of, the Association known as the Boy 
Scouts or that known as the Girl Guides, on the certificate 
of the Secretary of the Association. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 





TARIFF PROVISIONS OF THE FINANCE BILL. 


The Finance Bill for the Irish Free State which was 
introduced into the Free State Parliament by the Minister 
for Finance on 10th May embodies the proposals for modifi- 
cations of the Customs Tariff which were contained in the 
Budget Resolutions introduced on 25th April. A summary 
of the proposals was published in the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
for 10th May (page 606). Some further provisions of the 
Bill are noted below :— 


Exemptions from Motor Car Duty.—Where it is proved to 
the satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners that a motor 
car is constructed and adapted for propulsion or traction 
along rail tracks and is intended to be or has been and is 
being used exclusively for such propulsion or traction or 
that a motor tractor is constructed and adapted for agri- 
cultural purposes not involving use on a public road and 
is intended to be or has been and is being used exclusively 
for such agricultural purposes or that an article is a com- 
ponent part or accessory or is intended to be or has been 
and is being exclusively used as a component part or 
accessory of any such motor car or motor tractor as afore- 
said, or that an article is of a kind mainly used as a com- 
ponent part or accessory of a motor car but is imported for 
use for some other purpose, the Revenue Commissioners 
shall, subject to such conditions (if any) as to labelling, 
marking, stamping, proof, security or otherwise as they 
think fit to impose, allow such article to be imported without 
payment of motor car duty, or, where such duty has been 
paid on importation, shall repay such duty. 


Glass Bottles and Jars.—In regard to empty glass bottles 
and empty glass jars of kinds which are liable to duty, 
the Bill provides that if it appears to the satisfaction of 
the Minister of Finance in consultation with the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce that such bottles and jars, 
made of white glass and suitable for the requirements of 
traders in the Free State, are not manufactured in the 
country, the Revenue Commissioners may authorise, under 
licence and subject to prescribed conditions, the importa- 
tion without payment of duty of such empty glass bottles 
and jars which in the opinion of the Commissioners are 
made of white glass. Provision is also made for the 
exemption from duty, under prescribed conditions, of empty 
glass bottles and jars which are re-imported into the Free 
State after exportation therefrom. 


Continuance of Duties.—The duties on clocks, watches 
and component parts thereof, musical instruments and 
accessories (excluding records and other means of repro- 
ducing music) and component parts thereof, and cinemato- 
graph films (with the exception of blank film on which no 
picture has been impressed) which were continued in force 
to Ist May, 1928, will continue to be levied until Ist May, 
1929. Duty will not, however, be charged on films which 
are recognised by the Revenue Commissioners as being of 
an educational character. The additional duties on dried 
fruits will continue to be charged on and from Ist August, 
1928, up to Ist August, 1929.

REVISED DUTY ON TANNING EXTRACTS. 


Proclamation No. 7 dated 21st February, 1928, published 
in the Mauritius Government ‘“‘ Gazette ’’ of 25th February, 
adds ** Tanning Extracts ”’ to item No. 81 (iv) of Schedule B 
of the Customs Consolidated Tariff Ordinance, 1908. 
Articles under this item, when imported for use in local 
manufactures, are subject to a duty of R.0-05 per 
100 kilogrammes.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 





PROHIBITION OF IMPORT OF CERTAIN 
ANIMALS RAISED. 


Proclamation No. 78 of 1928 raises the embargo imposed 
by Proclamations No. 186 and 231 of 1927 on the importa. 
tion into the Union of South Africa of cattle, sheep, goats 
and pigs from (1) Great Britain and Ireland and (2) certain 
countries on the Continent of Europe (other than the 
Netherlands and Great Britain) on account of the existence 
of Foot-and-Mouth Disease (Epizootic Aphtha) in those 
countries. The importation of these animals is permitted 
as from 5th April, 1928, subject only to such regulations 
as may be published from time to time.

ALGERIA. 





COLOURING OF IMPORTED CLOVER 
AND LUCERNE SEED REQUIRED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of the 21lst-22nd May 
contains a Decree, dated 16th May, which makes applicable 
in Algeria the provisions already in force in France regarding 
the importation of clover and lucerne seed. In future the 
import into, warehousing in, and transit through Algeria 
of seeds of violet clover and lucerne which have not been 
coloured red artificially, in a proportion of at least 5 per 
cent., to indicate their foreign origin, is prohibited. 





GERMANY. 





DUTY ON SOYA BEAN OIL REDUCED 
(TREATY WITH JAPAN). 


In virtue of the Commercial Treaty between Germany 
and Japan which was signed on 5th November, 1927, and 
came into force on 17th April, 1928, the German Customs 
duty on soya bean oil (ex Tariff No. 166) imported from 
countries entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Germany has been reduced to 2-50 Reichsmarks per 
100 kilogrammes. 





HUNGARY. 





CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS 
SUSPENDED OR MODIFIED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda- 
pest has forwarded translation of a Hungarian Ministerial 
Decree (No. 1880/ME) of 23rd April (effective as from 
2nd May), in virtue of which the Hungarian Customs duties 
on certain classes of goods are suspended or modified. 


The goods made duty free by the Decree include ramie 
yarns for the manufacture of carpets, rolled section steel 


with a tensile strength of 60—70 kilogs. for the manufacture 


of skates; steel ribbon and plates, polished by rolling, 
containing tungsten and chrome, for the manufacture of 
saw blades; special aeroplane tools, such as statoscopes, 
altimeters, combined alti- and speedometers, variometer’, 
revolution counters, oil pressure meters, petrol meters, et¢., 
for aeroplane works (in all the above cases by permission 
and under control). 


The Decree also revokes certain of the provisions o 
previous Decrees suspending or reducing duties, with the 
effect that the following goods now pay duty at the full 
rates laid down in the Tariff, viz., formic acid, glacial 
acetic acid; single unbleached cotton yarn above No. 4 
and up to No. 50 for industrial purposes (as from 24th 
July); unexposed cinematograph films; acetone for the 
manufacture of films, cellulose varnish, and gunpowdel 
and for pharmaceutical purposes; metal gauze fabrics {0 
asbestos cement tile factories, and electric starting and 
lighting apparatus for automobile factories. 


The provisions of previous Decrees have also been 
amended in regard to methy] alcohol, knitted woven fabrics 
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for the manufacture of gloves, smooth printing paper for 
the publication of periodicals and schocl books, cotton 
fabrics for the manufacture of stiff collars, and metal sieves 
for the manufacture of paper and cardboard.

LATVIA. 





DUTIABLE WEIGHT OF IMPORTED GOODS 
(REVISED REGULATIONS). 


H.M. Representative at Riga has forwarded translation 
of revised regulations, effective as from 16th April, regarding 
the dutiable weight of goods imported into Latvia. The 
regulations provide as follows :— 


1. In the case of goods with single packing, gross weight 
is held to be the weight of the goods with their packing. 


2. If goods are imported in several packings and are 
dutiable according to gross weight, the gross weight is held 
to be the weight of the goods with the weight of the inmost 
stiff packing, or with the weight of the packing in which the 
goods reach the consumer, but the weight. of all other packing 
is to be excluded. Paper wrapping, though entirely en- 
eosing goods, is not to be regarded as stiff packing. 


3. If the packing of goods has an independent significance 
or value, it must be assessed for duty separately according 
to its nature. When goods dutiable on gross weight are 
imported in such packing the weight of the packing is not 
deducted from the dutiable weight of the goods. 

4. When goods dutiable on gross weight are imported 
unpacked, duty is levied on the weight of the goods in- 
creased by 15 per cent. 

5. Net weight is held to be the weight of goods without 
packing, in the absence of provisions to the contrary in 
the Customs Tariff. 





GOODS WHICH DO NOT REQUIRE 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN. 


In virtue of an Order, dated 27th April, the following goods 
may, in general, be imported into Latvia on payment of 
the Minimum Tariff rates of duty without the presentation 
of certificates of origin :— 


1. Herrings, salted in whole, 1/2, 1/4 and 1/8b arrels, with 
or without signs and marks. 


2. All kinds of salt in bulk or packed, with or without 
signs and marks. 


3. Motor cars and motor cycles, component, spare and 
exchange parts thereof, bearing stamped or moulded signs. 


4. Motor car, motor cycle and cycle outer tyres bearing 
stamped or moulded signs. 


5. Machines and apparatus bearing stamped or moulded 
trade marks of firms, imported complete (but unassembled) 
if it can be established that the imported parts compose a 
complete machine or apparatus. The component, exchange 
and spare parts of the machines and apparatus must also 
bear stamped or moulded signs of the firms, if nmported 
separately. 

The signs, trade marks or packing must be of a nature to 
prove without doubt the origin of the goods. In doubtful 
tases the Customs may require the presentation of certifi- 
tates of origin. 





MOROCCO (TANGIER ZONE). 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN PAPER 
AND BOOKS. 


H.M. Consul-General at Tangier has forwarded copy of 
& Law which permits the import into the Tangier Zone of 
Morocco, free of Customs duty and of the special tax, of 
the following articles :— 

Books, newspapers, periodicals and printed or engraved 
music; paper for printing newspapers, periodicals and 
books, provided that it is consigned to a printing establish- 
ment.

A recent issue of the “‘ Diario Oficial ’’ (Asuncion) contains 
a Law, dated 15th February, which abolishes the duty of 
2} centavos (gold) per kilog. previously levied on the export 
of ginned cotton from Paraguay. 





ROUMANIA. 





IMPORT DUTY ON JUTE SACKS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that the provision in the Note to No. 530 of the 
Roumanian Customs Tariff, under which jute sacks im- 
ported by the Agricultural Syndicates Union and by the 
Head Office of Peasant Co-operatives may be imported at 
one-tenth of the normal Tariff rate, subject to the authorisa- 
tion of the Finance Ministry, has, according to a Customs 
Circular, dated 20th April, been extended to jute sacks 
imported by merchant firms who were registered by Ist 
January, 1928. The reduced duty will be accorded on the 
intervention of the respective Chambers of Commerce, on 
the basis of a certificate from the Union of Agricultural 
Syndicates. 





TUNIS. 





EXPORT OF RAGS AND RAILWAY 
SLEEPERS PERMITTED. 


A Decree published in the Tunisian “ Journal Officiel ”’ 
of 3lst March provides that rags of canvas (toile) and cotton, 
as also old cordage, may be exported from Tunis without 
special authorisation to all destinations. 

A further Decree published on 18th April withdraws the 
prohibition on the export of railway sleepers until further 
notice.
